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WEATHER BUREAU'S 30-DAY OUTLOOK 


*July 1953 


The Weather Bureau's 20-day outiook for July calls for temper- 
atures to average above seasonal normals over central and western 
portions cf the Nation excent for siightly cooler than normal 

alcng the West Ccast. Greatest Gepartures on the warm side of 51 
rormal are expected over-the:Southwes‘’and Central Plains. Tempera - 
tures are-expectca to average not fir'from normat in the Northeast 
and slightly cooler than normal in the Southeast. 

Substantial druught-relieving rains are expected from central = 
Texas eastward to the Apnaiachians, but ary conditions are expected 
to persist from the Southwest into the Central Plains, Near normal 
precipitation is predicted in the northern tier of states, the Ohio 
Valiey, and the Middle and South Atiantic States.

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING June 30, 1953 


Continued hot, dry weather intensified drought conditions in many south- 
central and southwestern sections, while light to heavy showers and » 
favorable temperatures maintained good to excellent crop growth in the 
north-central interior. a 


The severe drought conditions continued in the western portions of Texas 
and Oklahoma where crop prospects further declined or faded completely 
and water hauling for livestock was spreading as additional ponds and 
streams dried up. Daily maximum temperatures in this area ranged 
from the high 90's to over 100°, with Amarillo, Texas recording an 
all-time high temperature of 108° on the 24th. Somewhat less intensive 
drought conditions extended eastward through Arkansas into western 
Tennessee and northern portions of Mississippi and Alabama, northward 
into Kansas, and westward over parts of Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, 
and southern portions of Utah and Nevada. By the end of the week serious 
drought condtions also were developing in Rhode Island and southeastern 
Massachusetts. Near the end of the period moderate to heavy rains 
revived crops in central and southern Mississippi, Louisiana, and 
south-central and eastern Texas, and broke the drought in southern 
Louisiana where totals ranged up to 14 inches. 


The early part of the week was unusually cold for the season in the 
northern and central interior sections west of the Continental Divide. 
Elko, Nev. reported a minimum temperature of 28° on the 25th. Near 
freezing minima occurred in east-central Washington, and frost damaged 
gardens and some fields of peas and beans in Idaho, Record low tem- 
peratures for the season occurred at many stations in Utah on the 25th 
and 26th, and some frost damage was reported in northwestern Colorado.

GRASSHOPPERS - COLORADO - Grassland grasshoppers damaging 
grazing and crop lands in Archuleta and LaPlata Counties, Areas in 
El Paso and Arkansas Valley report movements into cultivated areas. 
Insecticides applied to alfalfa and other crops. (Bakke, Mickle). 
NEBRASKA - Range species not abundant in northern sections, though 
developing rapidly in North Platte Valley. “Low populations of crop 
land species. (Hauke). OKLAHOMA - Fifteen to twenty-five Melanoplus 
spp. per square yard in fields margins in eastern half of State and 
moving into crops. Gardens heavily attacked. (Stiles). MISSOURI - 
Melanoplus spp. moderate to heavy in all counties south of Missouri 
River. MWLight to heavy in northern area. Up to 40 per square yard 

in southern counties with population largely dispersed. Counts 
generally lower in north. (Kyd, Thomas). WISCONSIN - Hot dry 
weather causing movement to small grains. Considerable damage 

in north central area. Melanoplus confusus principal species. Some 
mature. (Chambers, June 23), TWJLINOIS - Many farms in southern 
half of State have large numbers of small grasshoppers which are 
starting to move into crops. (Decker). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - NEBRASKA - Egg 
masses less than one per 25 plants in five southeastern counties. 
(Bell), IOWA - Emergence complete except in northern area. Corn 
height ranging from 20 to 50 inches, Egg masses per 100 plants: 

0-75 in south, 0-20 in central and 0-15 in north, WLeaf feeding in all 
parts of State. (Gunderson). KANSAS - Developed rapidly during 
third week of June; appreciable percentage third instars in stalks 

of early-planted corn in Kansas River Valley. ©Oviposition practically 
complete in all areas except northern tier of counties, (Slagg, Smith). 
MISSOURI - Hatch complete. Second and third instars south of Missouri 
River; mostly first and second north of the river. Average infestation 
on corn 40 inches or more in southwest area 8 to 12 percent. Average 
infestation about 20 percent in northwest counties. (Thomas, Kyd). 
WISCONSIN - High counts during week of June 15 by counties: Rock, 48 
egg masses per 100 plants; Green, Crawford, Richland and Sauk, 

20; Grant, 40; Iowa and Dane, 12; St. Croix, 4. (Fisher). TLLINOIS- 
Moth emergence practically complete even in most northern counties, 
Egg laying about over at Champaign. Declining but still fairly heavy 
on large, early-planted corn in north central counties though peak 
passed. First-generation borers maturing in southern area. (Decker).

VIRGINIA - Considerable damage to 
whorls of corn in Richmond area. (Willey). MISSISSIPPI - Much 
damage to corn in Jones County. (Pepper). OHIO - Infesting silks 
of early-planted sweet corn at Marietta, Also tomato fruits. (C. R. 
Neiswander), ILLINOIS - Newly-emerged adults laying eggs in 
large numbers on early corn from E. St. Louis south. Moderate in- 
festation of larvae (advanced instars) in early market corn and 
tomatoes as far north as Danville. (Decker). MISSOURI - Up to 8 
percent infestation in most fields but lighter in extreme north. Mostly 
advanced instars south of Missouri River. Parasitism still light. 
(Kyd, Thomas). IOWA - Half to full grown larvae in central area 
feeding in whorls of corn, (Gunderson). 


SCUTBWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - OKLAHOMA- 
First second-brood eggs in Stillwater area June 26. Fifty percent 
of first brood pupated. (Arbuthnot). 


STASUK BORER (Papaipema nebris) - WISCONSIN - Damaging early 
sweet corn, small grains and perennial gardens in Rock, Green and 
Grant Counties. (Chambers, June 23). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - LOUISIANA - 
Damaging infestations. (Summ.Ins. Cond. La., June 22), MISSISSIPPI- 
Damage to corn in southern area. (Henderson). 


SUGARCANE BORER (Diatraea saccharalis) - LOUISIANA - Mortality 
of newly-hatched larvae high from natural causes in some localities. 
(Summ. Ins. Cond. La., June 22). 
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CCRN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - ILLINOIS - New gen- 
eration moving into corn in central area. (Decker). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - MISSOURI - Adults and nymphs on 
corn and sorghums in most areas, but counts generally low and damage 
insignificant. (Kyd, Thomas). ARKANSAS Heavy infestations in 
some corn fields. (Barnes). MISSISSIPPI - Damaging corn in Desoto 
and Perry Counties. (Hutchins). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - ILLINOIS - 
Still many reports of damage to young corn in central area. A few 
infestations on soybeans. (Decker}. KENTUCKY - Heavy populations 
on corn in Fulton, Hopkins, Davies and Edmonson Counties. (Price). 


FALL ARMYWORM (ULaphygma frugiperda) - LOUISIANA - Damage to 
’ crops and pastures continues. (Summ. Ins. Cond. La., June 22). 
MISSISSIPPI - Damaging millet in southern area, corn in Walthall 
County. (Bennett, Hunsucker). ILLINOIS - Moderate numbers in 
whorls of corn in several south central counties. (Decker), 


CORN LEAF APHID (*Rhopalosiphum maidis) - ILLINOIS - Seriously 
damaging considerable acreage of broom corn in Arcola vicinity. (Decker), 


APHIDS - OKLAHOMA - Infesting broom corn in “Uindsay area, So far 
as known, first time aphids problem on this crop in this area. (Bower), 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - WISCONSIN - Widespread damage 
to oats in Dunn, Barron and Washburn Counties. (Chambers, June 23). 
MICHIGAN - Reported heavy in local areas of Clinton County. (Hutson). 


WESTERN CHINCH BUG (Blissus occiduus) - MONTANA ~- Localized 
but severe infestations in Big Horn and Beaverhead Counties. Most 
severe damage to barley, somewhat less to crested wheatgrass. 
(Corkins, June 20}. 


WIREWORMS - MONTANA - Additional infestations in spring and winter 
wheat in Sheridan, Roosevelt and Park Counties. (Corkins, June 20}, 


LEAFHOPPERS - IOWA - Extremely abundant in uncut alfalfa, soybeans 
and corn. (Gunderson).

_ problem on alfalfa beans and potatoes in southeast. Yellowing and 
stunting. (Menusan). Very abundant and injurious on these crops in 
south central area. (Pepper). Also very abundant in western area,

ARMYWORMS - NEW YORK - Large numbers in most hay fields in 
Chautauqua County, but not moving to small grains and corn to any 
extent.

THRIPS - TEXAS - ane infeatitiena in nore central and north- 
eastern areas. (Parencia et al). 


‘ BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - NORTH CAROLINA - “Infes- 
tations in untreated fields generally high in Cleveland, Gaston, 

Lincoln and a few other southern counties; somewhat lower in most 

‘ northern and eastern counties. Overall population highest since 1950 
and most counties generally infested. (Cotton News Lett.). SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Continues to enter cotton fields in rather large numbers. 
Total to June 26 in trap plot at Florence - 354, to same date in 1952 - 
163, 1951 - 112 and 1950 - 5047. Fifty. untreated fields examined in | 

19 northern counties; all infested. Square infestation averaged 44 
nercent comparing with 28 percent for same week in 1952. Fifty-two 

of 59 treated ficlds in 18 northern counties infested showing square in- 
festation average of 19 percent, (Walker, Fife, et al). GEORGIA - 
Situation very serious. (C. R. Jordan, June 22). Of 181 fields in- 
‘spected in 36 counties, 153 (84 percent) infested. This compares 

with 78 percent infested last week. (Beckham, J. C. Jordan, Fussell 
June 26). TENNESSEE - Situation serious in much of west Tennessee. 
Square infestation rates high in southern counties. Average square 
infestation in infested fields 34 percent, all fields 22 percent. This 
compares with 10 and 5 percent a year ago. Sixty-four percent of 
fields infested against 44 percent last year. (Morris). ALABAMA - 
‘Seventy-seven fields examined in 9 west central counties, 75 infested. 
Average number of weevils per acre infested fields - 619. (Hays). 
MISSISSIPPI - Of 922 fields inspected in 16 Delta counties, 296 (32 
percent) infested against 34 percent last week and 28 percent a year ago. 
A6 percent square infestation in 287 fields compares with 4 percent in 
1952 and an average of 106 weevils per acre compares with 95 1a year 
ago. (Dunnam,et al). Situation remains about same as last year at 

this time. (Hutchins, June 22), WOUISIANA - Emergence in cages at 
Tallulah to June 25--.60 percent compared with .94 percent in 1952. 
Thirty- -eight of 175 fields found infested in 16 parishes. Average number 
of ‘weevils per acre 23 compared with 48 last week, Punctured squares 
found in 66 of 71 fields examined in10 parishes. Average infestation 

€ percent against 25 percent last week. (Gaines et al). ARKANSAS - 
Infestations very low in southwest area compared with last year. Also 
mostly low in southeast and northeast. (Barnes). OKLAHOMA - All 
infestations fairly light. (Stiles). TEXAS - Injurious infestations continue 
in some counties of south central, upper coastal and eastern areas. Hight 
percent punctured squares in 25 treated fields in south central area 
against. 12 percent in 40 untreated fields. Eleven percent punctured 
Squares in upper coastal area compared with 7 percent last week. (Perencia 
et al).. Increasing rapidly in succulent cotton in lower valley. (Griffith), 


BOLUWORMS (Heliothis spp. et al) - NORTH CAROLINA - Reported 
in a few counties. (Cotton News Lett.). SOUTH CAROLINA - No heavy 
infestations, though found in several fields in Florence, Sumter and 
Lee Counties. (Walker, Fife, et al), GEORGIA - Light infestations in 
treated fieids in Crisp, Early and manuel Counties. (Beckham, J.C. 
Jordan, Fussell). MISSISSIPPI - Larvae or eggs reported in about 

38 percent of fields examined in 48 connties. Bollworm threat does 
not appear to be serious at this time. (Hutchins, June 22). TEXAS - 
Infestations becoming more general in upper coastal area with injurious 
infestations in some fields in Calhoun, Victori3, Jackson, Matagorda 
and Wharton Counties. (Parencia et al). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - TEXAS - Bloom in- 
spection during week in 31 central counties showsl0 infested: Caldwell, 
Coryell, Falls, Hays, Limestone, Milam, Robertson, Travis, Waller 
and Williamson. Of these counties, only 3 received bloom inspection 

in 1952 and 2, Hays and Waller, were negative. Caldwell County, which 
was infested both years, had 69 pink bollworms per 100, 000 biooms 
compared with 19 per 100, C00 blooms in 1952. Austin, Jackson, 
‘Matagorda and Wharton Counties were infested in 1952 but negative 

this year. A total of I, 937,902 blooms was inspected in the 31 counties 
and 231 pink bollworms found, 124 of them in Caldwell County. (White). 
MEXICO - A recent survey in cotton bv oaunine area south of Mazatlan 
did not reveal the presence of pink bollworm. Since the survey was 
made during the "off-season" when the quantity of growing cotton was 
limited and thus would be acting as a trap for pink bollworm, it is believed 
that any substantial infestation would have been uncovered. (Jeffrey, 
Coffin). 


APHIDS - SOUTH CAROLINA - Light to medium infestations in Spartan- 
burg, Calhoun, York, Chester and Lexington Counties... (Walker, Fife, 
et al). GEORGIA - Light to medium in 31 fields, mostly untreated. 
(Beckham, J.C. Jordan, Fussell). TENNESSE - Increasing and be- 
coming heavy in some delta fields. (Morris). 


SPIDER MITES - TENNESSEE - Damaging in some fields in delta area. 
(Morris). MISSISSIPPI - Light to medium in a few fields in delta 
counties. (Dunnam et al). TEXAS -Build-up in all sections of lower 
valley. (Griffith), ARIZONA -. Appearing in some fields. (Roney). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - TEXAS - Light infestation 
along entire coast. (Parencia et al). 
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PLANT BUGS - TENNESSEE - Tarnished plant bug (Lygus lineolaris) 
and rapid plant bug (Adelphocoris rapidus) infestations in west Tennessee 
cotton about doubled during week. Tarnished plant bug causing loss 

of many small squares. (Morris). ARKANSAS - Heavy infestations of 
tarnished plant bug in a few fields. (Barnes). NEW MEXICO - Lygus spp. 
‘building up slightly in Dona Ana County; some damage. (Cotton Mark. 
Lett.). ARIZONA - Lygus bugs increasing in some fields. Controls 
underway. (Roney). 


COTTON STEM MOTH (Platyedra vilella) - NEW YORK - First larval 

infestation of season found in hollyhocks at Merrick, Long Island 

June 21, (Mahaney), Further survey for this insect is being conducted 
on Long Island and adjacent areas. . 


FOREST INSECTS 


LARCH SAWFLY ( Pristiphora erichsonii) - MINNESOTA - Oviposition 
proceeded rapidly during week of June 13 because of weather. In Big 
Falls area, mid-crown shoot samples showed between 30 and 40 percent 
of terminals injured by oviposition. (Butcher, Drooz). 


EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia buoliana) - PENNSYLVANIA - 
Adults very abundant in red pine plantations. (Udine). 


SAWFLIES - WISCONSIN - Very abundant and destructive in many 
northern counties; Neodiprion nanulus in Marathon and Sawyer Counties. 
Red-headed pine sawfly (N. lecontei) hatching in Iowa and Juneau Counties. 
Introduced pine sawfly (Diprion similie) abundant in Chippewa County. 


EASTERN TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma americanum) - MAINE - 
‘Severe infestation during May:on roadside trees and hedgerows practically 
throughout State. (Pierson). 7 


- FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma disstria) - WISCONSIN - 

Now pupated. Several additional counties found infested in northwestern 

area. (Chambers, June 23). MINNESOTA - Pupation underway. 

Abundance approached 1951 and‘1952 levels only in more heavily infested 
areas, (Butcher, Drooz). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - MAINE - First hatching May 8 in 
Somerset and Waldo Counties, May 1l in Kennebec County. Severe in- 
festations in Kennebec, Somerset Hancock and Penobscot Counties. 
(Ins. Cond., May 1-31), 


SATIN MOTH (Stilpnotia salicis) - MASSACHUSETTS - Complete de- 
’ folitation of: many poplars. in ‘in Shelburne and North Adams Township. 
BEEING Very heavy in Dorset Township. (Keeping June 17), 


BROWN- TAIL MOTH (Nygmia phaeorrhoea) : - “MAINE - One of largest 
infestations of recent years treated in Lincolnville during May.. (Ins. 
a Cond. Maine). 


LEPIDOPTEROUS LARVAE - TENNESSEE - Unitentified species have 
defoliated 5 square miles of hardwood on Unaka Mountains in Unicoi

COTTONY MAPLE SCALE (Pulvinaria vitis) - WISCONSIN - Abundant 
throughout State. Hatch beginning. (Chambers, June 30). 


SPRUCE SPIDER MITE (Paratetranychus ununguis) - PENNSYLVANIA- 
Injury showing in. southern anen. (Pepper). 
INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS _ sie 
HORSE FLIES (Tabanidae) - WISCONSIN - Unusually large number of 
reports, (Chambers, June 23). PENNSYLVANIA - More numerous than 
last year in western area, (Adams). 3 ie 
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CATTLE GRUBS (Hypoderma spp.) - WISCONSIN - Unusually large 
number of reports of flies attacking livestock. (Chambers, June 23). 


HORN FLY (Siphona irritans) - IOWA - Very heavy populations on un- 
sprayed herds in south half of State, averaging nearly 500 flies per 
animal. (Raun). 


SCREW-WORM (Callitroga hominivorax) - FLORIDA - Reports and 
cases light in Gadsden County area. (May). NEBRASKA - Reported 
from 2 locations in range lands. Large numbers of southern cattle 
have moved into or through State recently. (Roselle). 


MOSQUITOES - MAINE - First of season noted May 27, northern Aroostook 
County. (Ins. Cond. Maine). 


HOG LOUSE (Haematopinus adventicius) - OKLAHOMA - Untreated hogs 
heavily infested in many areas. (Goin). 


ADDITIONAL NOTES - 


ARIZONA - LYGUS BUGS numerous to very numerous in several fields 
of blooming alfalfa in Tempe, Kyrene and Laveen areas, THREE- . 
CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) populations 
high in many alfalfa fields in Salt River Valley. Heavy numbers of 
ALFALFA CATERPILLAR adults over alfalfa fields near Tempe, 
Kyrene, Phoenix and Laveen. (Barnes, McLellan). 


IOWA - GRASSHOPPERS attacking soybeans in some areas, (Harris). 


KANSAS - Extended EUROPEAN CORN BORER oviposition has resulted 
in pupation of early-hatched first generation borers almost overlapping 
oviposition by late-emerging adults of overwintering brood. Pupae of 
first-brood larvae in Pottawotamie County June 22, Douglas and Johnson 
Counties June 23. (Slagg, Smith). 


WISCONSIN - EUROPEAN CORN BORER beginning to hatch in several 
southern counties. POTATO LEAFHOPPER very abundant on beans, alfalfa 
and potatoes. MEADOW SPITTLEBUG very abundant on strawberries 
in southern area and on other crops in northern counties. TARNISHED 
PLANT BUG causing widespread damage to fruit in strawberry plantings. 
CRANBERRY FRUITWORM (Mineola vaccinii) appearing in large numbers 
in Washburn County. Egg laying beginning. (Chambers, June 30). 
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WASHINGTON -:LYGUS BUGS. sufficiently abundant in Yakima Valley 

to require controls. (Landis)... GREEN PEACH APHID moderately 
abundant on early-crop potatoes in Yakima Valley; FOXGLOVE APHID 
more abundant than usual. (Davis, Gibson). First crawlers of SAN 

JOSE SCALE at Yakima June 24,16 days later than 1952. Considerable 
oviposition by CHERRY FRUIT FUIES recently. (Newcomer). PEA APHID 
increasing slowly in Walla Walla area. Threatening infestations in 
practically all late fields. ENGLISH GRAIN APHID causing concern on 
wheat in some areas. (Cook). 


MINNESOTA - ROSES CHAFER (Macrodactylus subspinosus) very 
abundant and doing considerable damage to raspberry and strawberry 
plants. in southeastern area, Also very abundant in areas north of 

St. Paul. (Nelson, Anderson). FRUIT TREE LEAF ROULER (Archips 
argyrospila) caused severe damage in apple orchards in southeastern 
area during the week of June 7-13. Pupation nearly completed by 

June 15. (Bulger, Aamodt). The APPLE CURCULIO found infesting ~ 
apple orchards has been identified as Tachypterellus quadrigibbus 
magna List. (Bulger, Aamodt). EUROPEAN CORN BOR®SR - Periods 
of maximum egg laying will occur as follows; southeast, south central, south- | 
west, west central dist. - July 1-8, east central district - July 3-10. 
(Sandve, Anderson). GREENBUG caused severe crop damage in Redwood, 
Renville and Sibley Counties in southwest Minnesota. May have build- 

up on late grain. (Sandve). Though infestations deciining June 27. 
(Granovsky, Fridlund). WHEAT WIREWORM (Agriotes mancus) infesting 
corn, grain, and potatoes in western counties. This insect more abun- 
dant than in the last few years; considerable infestation in potato fields 
near Moorhead (Granovsky). CABBAGE MAGGOT - Serious problem in 
commercial plantings and home gardens in central area. (Granovsky). 


SOUTH DAKOTA - HUROPEAN CORN BCRER - egg laying started in 
northeastern county. Corn17 inches extended. Egg counts up to 140 

per 100 plants in the southeastern counties. Emergence 3/4 complete. 
Corn averages 25 inches extended. Cool weather has retarded oviposition. 
ALFALFA WEEVIL caused very severe damage to first cutting of 
alfalfa in western area. LYGUS BUGS and ALFALFA PLANT BUG 
abundant in alfalfa in northeast counties. GRASSHOPPERS - Melanoplus 
bivittatus and M. tmexicanus hatch about 75 percent complete in central 
area; M. differentialis 40 percent complete; M. femur-rubrum 35 percent. 
VARIEGATED CUTWORMS damaging alfalfa, especially irrigated, in 
central area. (Severin, Spawn, Burge, Lofgren). 
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
